The-holes can be dangerous and might cause 
damage to your carp and tires can be damaged 
when they hit a "chuckhole. If the damage is not 
detected it eventually could cause, a blowout.' 

Striking a chuckhole also can put car wheels 
out of alignment. In time, this can result in severe 
and uneven wear on tires. In fact if you encounter 
a deep chuckhole at high speed, you might even 
break an axle Or lose . control of your car. 

It's the wise motorist who is alert for chuck- 
holes. But if you see a chuckhole in your car's 
path, be sure not to swerve or stop suddenly. This 
could result in a collision with nearby vehicles. 

Drivers are urged to be alert for chuckholes 
and highway crews repairing them.

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f : Gov. Richard B, Ogilvie has an- 
nounced that the -1072 slate budg- 
et will contain no request for tax 
increases despite a "precarious 
fiscal situation" in Illinois. He 
is scheduled to present the full 
budget to- the General Assembly 
March 3. 

Revenues from state sources 
during .fiscal 1972 are expected to 
Increase 5.5 per cent over 1071, he 
said. This is a substantial reduc- 
tion from increases registered in 
1970 and 1971, following enact- 
ment of the state income tax. 

The' Bureau o(. the Budget pro- 
jects, general fund revenues from 
all state sources will total $2,810 
billion in fiscal 1972, compared 
to $2,008 billion expected during 
the year ending Juno 30. 'jOgUvie 
added that the budget agency's 
projections for' '70 and '71 fiscal 
years "have proven "extremely 
•accurate," within two-tettthSfibil

Severity of southern corn leaf 
blight in Illinois this season will 
depend largely on- growing season 
weather and the ability of the fun- 
gus to. overwinter, according 
to Dr. O. N. Nesheim. plant pa- 
thologist for the state agriculture 
department.
